The New Schoolbook Law. 
A strong eCfort is expected to tie 
made at the next sessitm of tiie general 

assembly to .unend the textbook law, 
possibly restoring tlic system of state 
selection The itrescnt law provides 
that each county shall cjhoose its own 
textbooks through a commission com- 
I)osed of a member of the county 
l>oard, a memt)er of the board of ex- 
aminers and a county school principaL 
The old contract will«expire next year, 
and as no selections have ever been 
made by county commissions those in 
faTor of state selections are deairona 
of securing leglslatiTe action restor- 
ing It before the county commissions 
have a chance^o act Under^tre old 
state aystem the county judges, county 
superintendents and county attorneys 
voted on the textiwoks and a^majority 
ruled. Sonic form of legislation, will 
t)e considered by the Kentucky Edu- 
cational association' at Its 'meeting in 
Louisville, April Sn.- and probably a 
draft of the measure favored by a ma- 
jority wilf be prepared for submission 
to the general asaonbly.— Editorial 
Pinevllle Sun. 



The United States and Great 
Britain have been at peace near- 
ly 100 yean, and it is proposed 
to celebnte tlua . eentenaiy in a 
fighting manner. The two na- 
tiona are invitmg att the nations 
of Enrofie to loin in earemoiiieB 
that will fowimemo i ita the 
achievenant, for achieffwaat it 
is, the two nationa haTing aab- 
mitted to avfaitiatioii smbst ^pmo* 
tiana that a eeBtmy ago wooid 
have beeooM canae for war. It 
is gratitFing that CSreat Britain 
is taking as deep interest in this 
matter as is the United States, 
for the inflneiiee on other nations 
of such co-operation cannot be 
without beneficial effect. 

During 100 years of peace be- 
tween the United States and 
Great Britain there have been 
many wars between other na- 
tions, indeed, both nations have 
engaged i n wars with other 
countries, the United States with 
Mexico in 1848 and with Spain in 
1897, while Great Britain's ar- 
mies have invaded nations in Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa. Yet it is 
significant- that the wars waged 
by both nations were in the in- 
terests of civilization and human, 
ity, purposes amply justifying 
recourse to arras. Such fighting 
for humanity will but add to the 
gratification incident to peace 
between the two natims than- 
selves.
